To tranamit the ligt of the centralized locations for the processing of H-2A labor
certification requests.

3. Background. Asaresult of funding reductions and streamlining measures which have occurred
throughout the years, most Sates have tranferred the individua Alocal officel H-2A functionsto a
centrdized location within the state, to better coordinate the programmatic efforts between the state and
the regiona office and to expedite the H-2A certification process.

The H-2A regulations a 20 C.F.R. * 655.101(a) require the smultaneous submission of an

H-2A application to the Department of Labor (DOL) Regiond Office and the locd office serving the
area of intended employment. While most of the functions of the H-2A process are actually
administered by one or more State-level office(s), the regulations frequently refer to the local offices of
the State Workforce Agencies (SWA'S) when referring to the recruitment process of the application.
Mog, if not al, of the correspondence that occurs during the submission of the gpplication and the
recruitment process is actudly between the employer and aAlocd officell (centraized location within
each dtate).
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4. Action Required. SWAs are required to assure that employers using the H-2A programin

thelr areas are aware of the specific location where filing and notification must occur. These centraized
locations within each state may be found on the Office of Workforce Security website a
www.workforcesecurity.doletagov. SWAs are required to notify the appropriate regiond office of
any changesto their centralized location so thislisting may be updated periodicaly.
